Co- 
lumbus, denied the charge. All were bound over to the grand jury 
each under $10jOQp bond, which n one could furnish.

Kidnaping of 
a person oyer 12 years of age in 
Ohio carries penalty of only three 
to 30 years while robbery is from 
10 to 25 years.

AD three of the men have al- 


legedly confessed, officers said, 
and the story oi each coincides 
with the other. 


The story of the evening's ac- 


tivity is shown m the 'confession's.' 


Bragg said the men went to the 


Charles McGraw home about 8-30 
p. m. January 4th and entered a 
Rockne coupe to go to Commer- 
cial Point. On arriving at Com- 
mercial Point they drove through 
the town then stopped in a grave 
yard where three of them left the 
car. A man known only as "Bill" 
Davis remained in the car, which 
belonged to him. 


Bragg said he, with McGraw 


and Mullins, went to the -Beckett 
home and after looking into the 
residence found no one at home. 
They then went to the garage and 
waited between one and one-half 
and two hours before Beckett ar- 
rived. Bragg asserted McGraw 
and Mullins put guns -against him 
and tha,t he taped his arms. 


They then drove Beckett's Oak- 


land automobile to the graveyard 
where Davis was waiting Mullins 
drove, Bragg-was in-the front seat 
with him and McGraw remained 
in the rear with Beckett.
